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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The Examiner has considered Applicant's remarks but maintains the rejection to claim 8. Niebauer discloses 
a plurality of surface features leading from a cutting edge down to a "floor portion." As written, claim 8 requires first and second 
downwardly sloping sections wherein the angle of the first sloping portion is greater than the second. It is the position of the Examiner 
that figure 4 of Niebauer discloses these elements. Clearly Niebauer discloses land area with a sloping portion that extends down and to 
the floor (32). At least the forward portion of floor portion (32) includes a sloping section (at angle C), clearly angle (C) is less than 
angle (B) of the first sloping section. The second sloping section could be referred to as a "chip forming depression" since it bears the 
overall structure and configuration as the instant invention.. 
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
